The  Fourteenth  Anniversary  of  this  Institution  was  celebrated  on 
Thursday  morning,  December  29,  1859,  at  Preston  Retreat. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  and  the  Report  read  by  the 
Rev.  George  TV.  "Qurborrow. 

After  the  children  were  questioned  on  the  Scriptures  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  G.  Allen,  eloquent  and  appropriate  addresses  were  deliver- 
ed  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  John  Chambers  and  James  Pratt. 

The  children  went  through  some  exercises,  when  a  blessing  was 
asked  by  the  Rev.  J.  TV.  Craycraft,  after  which  they  partook  of 
their  usual  meal  in  the  presence  of  their  friends. 

To  each  of  these  gentlemen  the  Managers  express  grateful  acknow¬ 
ledgments. 
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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Under  the  blessing  and  guidance  of  an  allwis^  and  gracious 
God,  your  Board  have  been  brought  to  another  season,  when 
duty  demands  them  to  present  to  their  friends  and  patrons, 
some  account  of  their  stewardship,  and  at  the  same  time,  to 
present  before  you,  the  objects  of  your  care  and  kindness,  that 
they  may  join  their  lisping  voices,  testifying  in  the  best  way 
they  are  able,  their  indebtedness  to  you,  for  the  happy  home 
they  still  continue  to  enjoy. 

Your  Managers  humbly  trust,  that  the  appearance  and 
recitations  of  the  Children,  will  not  only  do  honor  to  their 
Teachers,  the  Matron  and  her  assistants,  but  bestow  upon  you 
the  best  reward  earth  can  give. 

The  Institution,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  cheered  and 
blest  by  the  sunshine  of  health  and  comfort.  Death  has  but 
once  invaded  the  “Home,”  the  subject  of  which  was  a  little 
girl,  placed  within  its  walls  at  an  early  age  by  her  father,  and 
almost  immediately  deserted.  Possessing  a  delicate  constitu¬ 
tion,  in  connection  with  some  feebleness  of  intellect,  she  could 
not  be  placed  in  a  position  to  obtain  her  own  living,  although 
of  an  age  to  do  so ;  consequently,  she  was  sheltered  and  pro¬ 
tected  until  the  day  of  her  death,  which  took  place  in  her 
seventeenth  year.  After  three  months  of  suffering,  she  was 
removed  from  her  “Poster  Home”  on  earth,  to  a  more  endur¬ 
ing  home  above ;  but  not  before  she  had  given  evidence  to 
those  around  her  dying  bed,  that  she  had  been  enabled  to 
accept  that  salvation  offered  by  Him,  .who  said  when  on  earth, 
“  Him  that  cometh  unto  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.” 

In  recording  the  domestic  experience  of  the  past  year,  your 
Board  feel  it  almost  useless  to  reiterate  into  your  ears,  the 
same  sorrows  and  perplexities  they  have  been  wont  to  do  from 
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year  to  year,  laboring  with  tied  hands,  for  want  of  means  to 
extend  their  usefulness,  daily  being  made  touchingly  alive  to 
the  fact  that 

11  There  has  many  a  tear  been  shed, 

And  many  a  heart  been  broken, 

For  want  of  a  gentle  hand  stretched  forth, 

Or  a  word  in  kindness  spoken.” 

Obliged  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  piteous  cry  of  the  helpless, 
however  urgent  the  case  may  be,  arising  from  the  fact,  that 
they  do  not  feel  authorized  to  increase  their  expenses,  or  go 
beyond  a  limited  income. 

It  cannot  be  that  ignorance  is  the  cause  of  this  noble  Insti¬ 
tution,  having  to  struggle  with  poverty,  with  not  enough  placed 
in  the  hands  of  its  Managers,  to  feed  and  clothe  the  eighty-six 
children  under  their  care.  Not  so ;  each  successive  report 
states  its  object  to  be,  not  only  to  afford  a  home  for  the  desti¬ 
tute  child,  when  the  strong  arm  of  a  father,  or  the  ever  watch¬ 
ful  eye  of  a  mother  is  withdrawn — but  that  every  effort  is  made 
to  instill  into  the  infant  mind,  religious  principles,  which, 
accompanied  by  the  blessing  of  God,  must  fit  them  to  bear  the 
sorrows  of  a  life  on  earth,  and  prepare  them  for  a  happy  eter¬ 
nity  in  the  world  to  come. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  discouragements  and  trials  which 
meet  your  Board  at  every  turn,  their  hearts  are  sometimes 
cheered  by  incidents,  which  bring  to  their  knowledge  the  good 
results  of  the  early  training  of  the  children  under  their  care, 
one  of  which  is  worthy  of  record.  Not  long  since,  a  young 
sailor  made  his  appearance  at  the  door  of  the  “  Horae,”  asking 
for  the  Matron  who  had  charge  of  the  Institution,  when  he,  as 
a  little  boy,  found  protection  there. 

Upon  being  told  she  was  dead,  he  expressed  a  desire  to  go 
through  the  Institution,  stating  that  he  had  been  absent  from 
Philadelphia  a  long  time,  and  visited  many  foreign  ports,  but 
had  never  forgotten  his  early  “  Home and  upon  this  his  first 
return  to  his  native  place,  he  determined  to  visit  it,  and  en¬ 
quire  for  those  of  his  companions  he  had  left  behind,  and  to 
express  his  gratitude  for  all  the  kindness  he  had  received. 
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The  children  in  this  house  all  attend  the  worship  of  God  on 
the  Sabbath  morning,  and  are  indebted  for  that  privilege  to 
the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  George  A.  Durborrow,  who  has  made 
arrangements  to  accommodate  them  all  in  his  church.  In  the 
afternoon  they  are  instructed  by  friends  of  the  Institution,  to 
whom  your  Managers  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
deepest  gratitude. 

Your  Board  again  renew  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rev. 
Thomas  G.  Allen,  wTho  still  devotes  one  afternoon  of  each  week 
to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  children,  the  good  results  of 
which  may  be  seen  by  every  one  who  will  visit  the  Institution, 
and  hear  them  questioned  on  Scripture  truth.  They  also 
desire  to  acknowledge  the  continued  liberality  of  Mrs.  Preston 
and  the  Trustees  of  “Preston  Retreat;”  and  at  the  same  time 
with  grateful  feelings,  bear  testimony  to  the  gratuitous  atten¬ 
tions  of  their  Physicians,  Doctors  Arrott,  Morris,  Packard  and 
Wurts ;  also  to  Dr.  Flagg,  surgeon  dentist,  who  has  bestowed 
no  little  attention  upon  the  children  of  the  “  Home.” 

The  thanks  of  your  Managers  are  also  due  to  the  Mount 
Moriah  Cemetery  Company,  for  the  Burial  lot  with  which  they 
have  so  kindly  presented  them,  for  the  use  of  the  Institution. 

An  invitation  is  again  extended  to  the  friends  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  to  visit  it.  It  will  at  all  times  be  found  in  a  condition 
of  cleanliness  and  comfort. 

As  there  is  a  time  and  a  season  for  everything  under  the 
sun,  your  Board  feel  this  to  be  the  time  to  appeal  to  you,  not 
only  for  your  sympathy,  but  for  the  means  to  go  on  with  the 
work  with  which  you  have  entrusted  them.  Without  it  they 
cannot  go  on ;  with  it  they  will  leave  no  effort  untried  to  make 
it  productive  of  good,  accompanied  by  the  prayers  that  God 
will  shed  on  this  monument  of  your  charity,  the  sheltering 
wings  of  his  protection,  that  he  will  open  the  hearts  of  his 
people,  to  whom  he  has  lent  his  gold,  to  feel  the  solemn  duty 
of  giving  some  to  the  destitute,  to  his  eternal  honor  and 
glory.
